Robert D. Bream, of Cashtown, chairman of the Adams county 
Democratic committee, was fatally injures!, and his son, Jacob, ll, 
was seriously hurt, when the truck in which they were riding was 
struck by a Western Maryland passenger train at Heintzleman’s 
siding, one* mile west of Orrtanna, at 10:05 o’clock this morning. 
Mr. Bream died at the Annie M. Warner hospital at 12:15 
o’< lock this afternoon, without regaining consciousness. 
He suffered 
a fractured skull and serious internal injuries. 
Although the exact extent of the son’s injuries are not yef 
known, it is believed he is hurt internally. 
He also wats badly 
cut anil bruised, but remained conscious after the crash. 
The train, which arrived here at 9:50 o’clock from Baltimore, 
was brought to a stop within less than *200 yards after the crash. 
Mr. Bream was in the wreckage of the light truck, while his 
son was on the “cow catcher” of the engine. 
The injured father and son were placed in the baggage car 
of the train and taken to Fairfield station, four miles west of where 
the accident occurred. The train waited at the Fairfield station un­ 
til after the Gettysburg ambulance left for the hospital. 
Mr. Bream was taken to the X-ray room at the hospital as 
soon as he was ad mitt is!, and plans were being made to perform an 
operation in an effort to save his life, when death occurred.

output in California and Texas, as 
well as in Oklahoma, no concrete ac­ 
tion was taken toward restriction of 
production 
in 
districts 
outside 
or 
Seminole. 
It was agreed, however, 
that the problem of overproduction is 
general rather than local, and that 
any comprehensive plan for correction 
of the situation would not be effective 
if applied only to the Seminole dis­ 
trict. 
To consider and develop, if possible, 
a plan which would apply in all pro­ 
ducing areas, a committee was ap­ 
pointed, consisting 
of 
Walter 
C. 
Teagle, president of the Standard oil 
company of New Jersey; A. L. Beaty, 
(J. S. Davison, Henry Dawes and ll. 
W. Stewart, to confer further with 
the Federal oil conservation board, 
which has agreed to lend any proper 
assistance in solving tho overproduc­ 
tion problem. 
It is probable that this committee 
will be asked to report at another 
meeting, to be held here on May ‘25, 
when Mr. Collins makes known the 
result of a survey of the Seminole 
field, and submit his recommendations 
and such data as might have a bear­ 
ing on further restriction of drilling 
therein.
